here the most untidy people I ever saw, 
make their living aiel pile up a little 
out of these p e o p l e , 
ii btise t h e m and 
then go to England. 
They are very 
much disliked her**. 
W hen a Spaniard 
speaks of ‘Ios Ingles©)*,’ it is with con­ 
tempt, 
“Now let rn** tell you of our Spanish 
beauties. 
They have coffee or choco­ 
late in bed at 8 o’clock and, having 
nothing hefter to do, lie there until time 
to dress for what they call ll o’clock 
breakfast, but it is really a dinner, for 
they have soup, ii1 1, meats, vegetables.

Mille Lacs Lake People Held An 


other Important Meeting; 


Last Night. 


PROPOSITION FROM MR. WALKER 


But the Men did not Reach 
an 


Agreement 
and 
Another 


Meeting is Called 


Last night there was a m eeting of 
the Mille Lues lake farm ers in the 
council chambers in this city, called 
for th e pupfx^se of again taking up 
the m a tte r of building a telephone 
line between this city and the Mille 
Lacs lake country. 
It seem s th at this m atter has been 
hanging fire for sometim e and al­ 
though the residents of Mille Lacs 
lake have been very anxious for the 
im provem ent, there have been some 
obstacles which could not be o ver­ 
come whithout .shifting the burden 
of the expense on a m inority of thcs .» 
who would be benefited. 
The ques­ 
tion of the equal and just 
d istrib u ­ 
tion of the cost of m aintaining such 
a line has been a problem which they 
have not been able to solve. 
For in­ 
stance the man who may live out 
nine or ten miles from B rainerd, and 
still may live within a radius which 
would be benefited by a pay station, 
although he himself might live four 
or five miles from such pay stations 
and could almost as easily drive to 
B rainerd as to the telephone, does 
not feel like contributing as much as 
the man who lives close by and 
could reach the station 
with very 
little trouble. 
Early last winter the m a tte r was 
taken up and was talked in a public 
m eeting held in this city. 
It was 
decided to proceed in some manner 
to g et the line p u t through and one 
of the first steps 
was to go to 
M anager W alker of the Brainerd 
Telephone Exchange and have him 
make a proposition. 
H e made the 
proposition th at if they would fur­ 
nish the poles and set them that he 
w'ould do the rest. 
This seemed fair 
enough and those interested started 
out to work the different townships 
to furnish the poles. 
E v ery th in g 
w ent along smoothy enough until 
they reached the gap betw een Brain­ 
erd and about twelve miles out. 
H ere th e farm ers did not see how 
th ey could be benefited as they were 
usually in the city once or twice a 
week anyw ay and if there was an y ­ 
th in g needed in a h u rry they could 
drive in in about an hour. 
T h ere 
was some talk then of g e ttin g the 
business men interested in building 
th e line about twelve miles out, but 
the m a tte r was dropped. 
The farm ers then formed a com ­ 
pany known as the Mille Lac Lake 
Telephone Company, and the ob­ 
ject was to secure contrbutions and 
build th e line themselves. 
But this 
schem e failed. 
M anager W alker made the proposi­ 
tion last nig h t th at if they would 
furnish and set the poles tn at he 
would p u t the line through provid­ 
ing th a t th ere were six pay stations 
th a t would guarantee $5 for each 
station. 
Those present could not 
a c to n this m atter and Mr. W alker’s 
proposition was not accepted, but 
an other m eeting will be held in a 
sh o rt tim e to consider the matter.

Mille Lacs Lake People Held An­ 
other Important Meeting 
Last Night. 


PROPOSITION FROM MR. WALKER 


But the Men did not Reach an 
Agreement and Another 


Meeting is Called 


L a n i g h t there was a meeting of 
the Mille L-u* lake farm ers in the 
council chambers in this city, cafied 
for the purpose of again taking up 
the m atter of building a telephone 
line between this city and the Mill# 
Lacs lake country. 
It seems that this m atter ha* been 
hanging fire for sometime and al­ 
though the residents of Milk* L a o 
lake have been very anxious for the 
improvement, there have been some 
obstacles which could not lie over­ 
come whithout shifting the burden 
of the expense on a m inority of the» * 
who would be* benefited. 
The ques­ 
tion of the equal and ju st distribu­ 
tion of the cost of m aintaining such 
a line has been a problem which they 
have not been able to solve. 
For in­ 
stance the man who may live out 
nine or ten miles from, B rainerd, and 
still may live within a radius which 
would be benefited by a pay station, 
although he himself m ight live four 
or five miles from such pay stations 
and could almost as easily drive to 
Brainerd aa to the telephone, does 
not feel like contributing as much as 
the man who lives close by and 
could reach the station with very 
little trouble. 
Early last winter the m atter was 
taken up and was talked in a public 
meeting held in this city. 
It was 
decided to proceed in some manner 
to get the line put through and one 
of the first steps was to' go to 
Manager W alker of the Brainerd 
Telephone Exchange and have him 
make a proposition. 
He made the 
proposition that if they would fur­ 
nish the poles and set them that he 
would do the rest. 
This seemed fair 
enough and those interested started 
out to work the different townships 
to furnish the poles. 
E verything 
went along smoothy enough until 
they reached the gap lie tween Brain­ 
erd and about twelve miles out. 
Here the farm ers did not see bow 
they oouid be benefited as they were 
usually in the city once or twice a 
week anyway and if there was any­ 
thing needed in a hurry they could 
drive in in about an hour. 
There 
was some talk then of getting the 
business men interested in building 
the line about twelve miles out, but 
the m atter was dropped. 
The farm ers tbeu formed a com­ 
pany known as the Mille Lac Lake j 
Telephone Company, and the ob­ 
ject was to secure con tr but ions and 
build the Hoe themselves. 
But this 
scheme failed, 
M anager Walker made the proposi­ 
tion last night th at if they would 
furnish and set the poles th at he 
would put the line through provid­ 
ing th at there were six pay stations 
th at would guarantee $5 for each 
station. 
Those present could not 
act on this m atter and Mr. W alker’s 
proposition was not accepted, but 
another m eeting will be' held in a 
short time to consider the matter.
